WASHINGTON — The*  extent  to  which  experi- 
mental fission  and  hydrogen  bomb  explosions  are 
actually  poisoning  earih.  sea  and  air.  as  charged  by 
some  geneticists,  is  extremely  difficult  to  measure 
and  admittedly  somewhat  debatable. 

Still  more  debatable  are  the  potential  effects 
of  any  future  wide-spread  use  of  atomic  energy  in 
industry.  Admittedly  any  adequate  protection 
against  these  is  a stumbling  block  and  will  be  a 
major  cost  Item,  often  overlooked  by  more  en- 
thusiastic proponents. 


I*ong-rime  poisonous  effects  of  an  all-out  bomb 
w.»r  between  major  powers  are.  of  course,  far  from 
debat  Able. 

Tiie  best  and  almost  only  data  available  is  that 
of  the  t'.S.  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  whose 
scientific  staff  is  quite  alert  to  the  problem. 

A bomb  explosion  results  in  two  kinds  of  radia- 
tion. The  first  Is  Instantaneous — the  gamma  rays 
and  neutrons  emitted  by  the  atoms  as  they  explode. 
This  Is  very  intense  and  deadly  to  most  living  things 
within  its  range.  Thus  it  is  of  little  significance  to 
genetics,  which  thinks  only  in  terms  of  generations 
and  centuries. 

The  second  is  quite  different — the  residual 
radiation  from  the  radioactive  product*  of  atomic 
fission.  These  form  part  of  the  mushroom -shaped

While  there  is  little  to  indicate 
whether  Vancouver's  present  crime  wave 
is  due  to  local  or  imported  thugs,  the 
normal  presumption  is  that  a sudden  ac- 
crsKion  of  armed  robberies  dries  Jumply  an 
influx  of  undesirables  wherever  they 
came  from.  The  cure  i<  likely  to  hr*  much 
the  same  as  it  was  in  ITU.  when  the  im- 


position hy  r he  courts  of  the  lash  in  ad- 
dition to  long  terms  at  hard  labor  stopped 

the  rash  of  armed  robberies  in  less  than 
two  months.  Brave  as  he  is  behind  a gun. 
the  gunman  stands  in  mortal  terror  for 
his  own  skin  Insofar  as  one  is  aware,  the 
law  leaves  the  same  discretion  in  the 
hands  of  the  courts;  and  if  that  is  so  if 
should  lie  applied  for  the  good  of  all 
concerned. 

Another  facet  of  the  problem  is  the 
apparent  ease  with  which  hold-up  men 
are  able  to  find  relativelvlarge  sums  in 
cash  in  the  paving  and  recl'iving  wickets 
of  branch  and  neighborhood  bank 
premises.  Kven  where  such  losses  are  in- 
sured someone  loses  the  money.  Quite 
apart  fiom  the  monetary  side  bf  the 
question  is  the  principal  issue — the  law 
is  not  to  be  broken  with  impunity  in 
Canada,  whether  with  armed  violence  nr 
without  it.  A general  tightening  up  of 
the  means  of  prevention  and  deception, 
the  imposition  of  a chain  <if  stiff  sen- 
tences in  the  courts  with  the  lash  as  their 
common,  feature,  and  a little  more  orre 
with  large  sums  of  currency  in  hank 
wickets  would  all  seem  to  lie  needed. 


Working  Out  Well 


THE  Premier  in  effect  congratulated 
the  people  of  B.C.  when  he  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  way  the  new  Liquor 
Act  was  working  out.  An  abstainer  him- 
self. his  observations  carry  that  much 
more  weight  in  this  connection,  since  he* 
would  not  lie  prone  to  gloss  over  any  uric 
desirable  tendencies.  In  point  of  fact  of 
course  the  public  has  behaved  with  com- 
mendable restraint. 

Once  having  declared  its  preference 
for  a new  system  to  broaden  the  base  of 
liquor  sale  and  consumption  and  thus 
dilute  the  evils  of  t ho  old  system,  the  pub- 
lic has  taken  the  new  forms  of  outlet  in 
its  stride.  The  prophets  of  disaster  have 
been  ion  founded  hy  the  innate  good  sense 
of  the  people.  It  Is  a pleasure  to  be  able 


to  say  this,  a testimony  to  the  basic 
sobriety  of  British  Columbia  and  proof 
thjjt  even  in  this  western  outpost  the 
glares  of  social  living  could  be  observed 
equally  a<  well  a<  they  are  in  older  lands. 

It  remains  only  for  the  public  to  con- 
tinue the  pattern  of  moderation,  and  for 
the  liquor  board  to  keep  a sharp  eye  out 
for  infractions  on  the  part  of  licence 
holders.  There  never  was  any  real  doubt 
that  British  Golumbians  could  comport 
themselves  respectably,  but  it  is  ni<*r*  to 
have  proof  of  this  made  so  clear.  Minor 
irritations  there  are  bound  to  be.  both 
with  respect  in  consumption  and  admin- 
istration. hut  on  the  whole  the  new 
system  is.  as  the  Premier  notes,  working 
out  well,  l/*t  us  keep  it  that  way. 


Adequate  Penalty 


MKNTION  was  made  editorially  a 
week  ago  of  the  supposed  in- 
adequacy of  punishment  contained  in  the 
Criminal  Code  for  Hie  offense  of  operat- 
ing a motor  vehicle  while  the  driver  is 
subject  to  suspension  of  license,  and  of 
the  difficulty  thus  created  in  maintaining 
the  authority  of  the  courts.  Comment  in 
this  connection  was  prompted  hv  the 
statement  of  a police  commissioner  that 
the  maximum  penally  provided  by  the 
rode  w.is  a fine  of  $L’o.  It  was  assumed 
that  the  commissioner  was  conversant 
with  the  law.  hut  in  Ibis  we  erred,  through 
omitting  to  verify  the  statement  by 
referring  tn  the  statute. 

An  officer  of  the  court  has  since 
brought  it  to  attention  that  any  ixrsnn 
who  drives  a vehicle  after  having  been 
disqualified — either  by  a court  nr  by  fhe 
superintendent  of  motor  vehicles  ren- 
ders himself  liable  tn  much  more  seven’ 
punishment.  This  particular  offense  is 


covered  by*  Section  Jk.">  subsection  ff.  of 
the  Criminal  Code  which  provides  foV  im- 
prisonment for  a term  not  exceeding  six 
months  or  a fine  not  exceeding  5*500,  or 
liolli  jail  and  a fine  within  these  limits. 

In  some  courts  this  penal  section  is 
applied  with  much  more  severity  than 
the  S1T»  fine  to  which  the  commissioner 
referred.  The  police  magistrate  in  Na- 
naimo, for  example,  has  sent  several 
drivers  to  jail  for  periods  up  to  .V)  days, 
sometimes  with  fines  up  to  SL'50  in 
addition  At  ihe  other  end  of  the  scale 
in  the  same  court  lines  have  been  not  less 
than  STo,  and  then  only  I localise  of  the 
existence  of  extenuating  circumstances 
Obviously,  therefore,  the  penalties 
which  Ihe  Dominion  statute  sets  up  are 
ample  not  only  as  punishment  for 
offenders  Imt  also  to  uphold  the  authority 
of  ihe  courts  The  extent  to  which  they 
are  invoked  texts  with  the  courts' 

discretion.

WASHINQTON — The  extent  to  which  experi- 
mental fission  and  hydrogen  bomb  explosions  are 
actually  poisoning  earth,  sea  and  air,  as  charged  by 
some  geneticists,  Is  extremely  difficult  to  measure 
and  admittedly  somewhat  debatable. 

Still  more  debatable  are  the  potential  effects 
nf  any  future  wide-spread  use  of  atomic  energy  in 
industry.  Admittedly  any  adequate  protection 
against  these  is  a stumbling  block  and  will  be  a 
major  cost  item,  often  overlooked  by  more  en- 
thusiastic proponents. 


Long-time  poisonous  effort*  of  an  all-out  Itnmh 
war  lx* tween  major  powers  are,  of  course,  far  from 
debatable. 

The  best  and  almost  only  data  available  is  that 
of  the  U.S.  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  whose 
scientific  staff  is  quite  alert  to  the  problem. 

A bomb  explosion  results  in  two  kinds  of  radia- 
tion. The  first  is  instantaneous — the  gamma  rays 
and  neutrons  emitted  by  the  atoms  as  they  explode. 
This  Is  very  intense  and  deadly  to  most  living  things 
within  its  range.  Thus  it  is  of  little  significance  to 
genetics,  which  thinks  only  in  terms  of  generations 
and  centuries 

The  second  is  quite  different— The  residual 
radiation  from  the  radioactive  products  of  atomic 
fission.  These  form  part  of  the  mushroom-shaped
